The boundary betweea the regular segsion 
‘ofthe Senate yesterday and the extrsordi- 
mary night session was but an imasinary 
line. There was no break in the proceed- 
ings in the way of a motion 
to adjourn, and the only preliminary 
to the great fight was the announcement on 
each side ofthe position from the different 
points of View. Mr. Dabois wes the herald 
forthe silver men on the Republican side, 
Mr. Voorhees speaking for the Administra- 
tion, Messrs. Harris and Butler for the Dem- 
speaking

licans., ö 

After these speeches, which occupied about 
an houranda half, the ordinary routine of 
debate was resumed, asif there was nothing 
unusual about the character of the session. 

NO DILATORY MOTIONS. 

There was an entire absence of dilatory 
motions and the session of the night was un- 
broken dy any unusual incidents, the only 
interruptions being an occasional call fora 
quorum, which brought sleepy Senators 
from the cloak-rooms. 

The repea ers have been remarkably suc- 
cessful in holding a quorum. Throughout 
the entire night every call fora quorum 
brought forth enough responses to fulfill the 
requirements of the constitutional rule, 
though the radical silver Republicans for the 
most part did not vote. The silver Demo- 


erats responded to their names steadily for 


the purposes of a quorum. 
Mr. Alien of Nebraska held the floor during 


the night, speaking steadily except for rare 


r wrier tuterrauptions, und closed this 
morning without any marked evidence of fa- 
tigue. 

Tt was not until 8 o’clock this morning that 
there wasany trouble arising from the ab- 
sence of Senators or their failure to vote. At 
that hour a quorum was not present anda 
few minutes later, when Mr. Voorhees made 
a motion to lay onthe tablethe Peffer reso- 
lution to amend the Voorhees bill to repeal 
the Sherman law, the Senate was for some 


‘time embarassed by the failure of a quorum 


to respond to their names. 


AN INTERESTING INCIDENT. 

Then came up the most interesting inci- 
dentofthe prolonged session, the attempt 
at the instigation of Mr. Vilas to make Mr. 
Dubois vote. In accordance with the rules, 
Mr. Dubois was requested to make an excuse 
which he did by complaining that there was 
irregularity in the transfer of pairs and that 
Mr. HReffer had not been allowed to make an. 
explanation of his amendment before the 
vote was taken to lay it onthe table. 
The Senate, by a vote of 21 to 29, refused to 
excuse him. Yet he refused to respond to his 
name when called. and nothing could be done 
to compel him to vote. 

The vote to table the Peffer resolution was 
then announced, 33 yeas to F nays, a quorum 
having appeared. 

NO SIGN OF SURRENDER, 

At 11:30 o’cloc k this morning there were no 
indications ofany surrender ,truce or result 
in the test of endurance in the Senate. 

All morning the same old grind has been 
going on. Instead, however, of Allen as the 
Orator, Martin of Kansas is speaking, and is 
only interrupted at stated periods by call of 
the Senate to get a quorum. 

There are between filty and sixty Senators 
present, although only a sufficient number to 
make a quorum vote. 

The Senate looks the worse for wear for its 
all night racket, but strange tosay the Sen- 
ators appear fresh and vigorous loocing yet. 

Both sides claim they are good yet for 
many hours although there are rumors 
among the silver men that some sort 
of end may come by midnight to-nigkt. 
This, however, may be a wish father to the 
thought. There seems no igdication of any 
improvement for unconditional peal, nor 
are the chances now fora vote on it as good 
as they were some weeks ago. The fight has 
some most remarkable elements of stub- 
bornness in it.

BAD TEMPER AND ROLL-CALLS. 0 
At 8 o' clock this moruing a hot altercation 
between Senator Gallinger of New Hamp-

This was followed at 8:30 by a snappishly 
ill-humored outbreak between Mr. Teller and 
Mr. Palmer, which drew into its wake a dis- 
cussion of mortgaged indebtedness and sav- 
ings bank depositsin the Western States. 

At 8:45 Mr. Dubois again made the point of 
no quorum. On this roll-call Mr. Wolcott 
appeared inthe chamber for the first time 
during the night, but with the other free sil- 
ver Republicans he refrained from answer- 
ing. Fifty-four Senators responded. Mr. 
Voorhees, who was snatching a few 
moments’ rest on a loungein the cloak- 
room, wus not disturbed. 

At 3:55 a. m. Mr. Daniels roused the Sen- 
ators from their slumbers by the point of no 
quorum. Forty-six appeared, three in ex- 
cess of a quorum. 

By 4 o’clock the galleries were deserted 
save about a score of sieepy men and 
one female.

halled with delight by those who were try- 
ing to keep awake. 


SENATOR ALLEN TAKES COFFEE. 

At 4:30 Senator Wolcott made the point oj 
no quorum. ‘The roll call brought forty-eight 
Senators into the chamber. 

At 4:55 Mr. Kyle called the attention of the 
Chair to the fact thata quorum was appar- 
ently not in attendance and once more the 
weary Senators were recalled from their 
siestas toanswer the roll. The temporary 


rest gave the never-tiring Senator from 
Nebraska an opportunity to sip acup of cof- 
fee. Forty-seven Senators having answered, 
Mr. Allen continued his wonderful effort. 
At 6:15 Mr. Faulkner yielded the chair to 
Mr. Blackburn of Kentucky. 
At 5:40 Senator Voorhees returned to the 
Senate and relieved Mr. McPherson, who 
had been on guard. Shortly afterward Mr. 
Dubois’ watchful eye disclosed the absence 
of a quorum and upon his suggestion the roll 
was called.

Mr. Wolcott suddenly sprang to his feet 
and made the pointthata quorum was not 
a majority of the members chosen to the 
Senate, Idaho, Wyoming and Washington 
being only partially represented, but a ma- 
jority of the number entitled to be chosen. 
He asked the ruling of the Chair. 

The Vice-President had the rule read to the 


effect that a majority of Senators chosen and 
sworn shall constitute a quorum, 

Mr. Manderson explained that the consti- 
tution required a majority of all the Senators 
emitied to be elected, and that this rule ob- 
tained in the other House. The present rule 
was adopted under the stress of circum- 
stances in 1863, when thethirteen Southern 
States were unrepresented. He contended 
that now, however, the necessity for zhe rule 
in — ean sea of the constitution did not 
exist. 

Mr, Palmer, Mr. McPherson and Mr. Hale 
contended that forty-three wasa quorum if 
the Senate was duly constituted. 

Vice-President Stevenson ruled that the 
Senate as cunstituted was composed of 
eighty-five Senators, and forty-three was a 
quorum. 

Mr. Wolcott appealed from the decision. 

Mr. Hale promptly moved to lay the appeal 
on the table, 

The appeal was tabled, 38 to 5. 

Messrs. Allen, Manderson, Martin, Peffér 
and Morgan voted zu the negative. To ob- 
tain a quorum on this vote it was necessary 
for several Democratic Senators to break 
their pairs. 


AS FRESH AS A DAISY. 
The quorum question was disposed of a few 
minutes before 8 o’clock, and Mr. Allen 
rose, apparently as fresh and vigorous as 
when he began fourteen hours before. 
While he talked about the Shylocks and the 
Trojan horse, told of the voyage and landing 


ofthe Pilgrims onthe New England shore, 
pictured the woes ofthe Acadian peasants, 
sketched the events leading up to the revolu- 
tionary war and told how that conflict was 
lost and won,the Senators changed their 
seats and the galleries took opportunity to 
change shifts. Those who had remained all 
night invluding the two ladies who had held 
their posts with a persistence worthy of the 
sterner sex, moved out, but new watchers 
came to take their places. 
There were at this hour about fifty persons 
in the . and the number increased 
gradually. While there had been a full 
quorum in the Senate, et the last roll eall 
the Senate seats were rapidly vacated. Those 
who remained rubbed their eyes vigorously, 
pinched their ears in order to keep track of 
the flights of the Senator from Nebraska as he 
grew eloquent in his peroration, which was 
devoted to showing how England has gone 
on for centuries making her encroachments, 
It soon became evident, however, by a ques- 
tion from Mr. Wolcott that all had not been 
successfulin this respect: Wben Mr. Allen 
was in one of his best sentences ur. 
Wolcott interrupted him to ask him from 
what he was reading. ‘‘I was reading.“ 
replied Mr. Allen, from a slight production 
of my own.’’ 
In the midst of a burst of laughter such as 
one would have hardly expected at the hour 
and under the circumstances, Mr. Wolcott 
said: ‘‘Ilike it extremely, and I supposed 
the Senator was quoting from some dis- 
distinguished author. 

THE ERA OF BUSINESS. 
At 8:15 o’clock Mr. Allen concluded his long 
speech by saying he yielded the floor to ur. 
Martin of Kansas. To this proceeding Mr. 
Voorhees took exception and asked Mr. 
Allen if he proposed to farm out the floor. 
Mr. Allen declared he had no such in- 


tention, 
Instead of permitting Mr. Martin to go on, 
Mr. Voorhees moved to lay the Peffer free 
coinage amendment to the repeal Dill on the 
table and thus suddenly precipitated hisera 
of business. 
Senator Aldrich called for the ayes and 
mays. Mr. Peffer asked to be allowed to ex- 
lain the amendment, but this privilege was 
vented him, and the roll call proceeded on 
the vote to lay on the table. There was con- 
siderable sparring — the taking of the 
vote, and when the result was announced it 
showed that the Senate was short ofa quo- 
rum by two votes.

Continuing his speech, Mr. Martin declared 
that if the President had, auring the recent 
campaign, written such a letter as he re- 
cently wrote Gov.Northen of Georgia or had 
Democratic Senators in that campaign 
made such speeches to the people as 
they had made in the Senate on the financial 
question the Democratic party, in the par- 
lance of the day, would not have been in it.

Mr. Jones (Rep.) of Nevada expressed 
doubt as to the presence of a quorum, 
but thirty-seven Senators answered to 
their names.

THE SESSION’S LENGTH. 
A complete canvas of the Senate at 3 o’clock 
indicated a general opinion that the continu- 
ous session Will last at least through to- 
night.

The amendment which Senator Harris 
offered as a compromise proposes to 
suspend the purchase of silver now 
in the treasury untiithat store is all coined 
and after that to purchase and coin a blank 
amount monthly, doing away with all small 
notes. The silver Democrats are not inclined 
to accept the proposition. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas has also pre- 
paredan amendment, which provides for 
the purchase and coinage of 2,500,000 ounces 
of silver monthly from the present rime for 
four years. He will probably offer 
the amendment at an opportune time, 
and he thinks the silver men will accept it. 
He says his measure will carry silver through 
the present Administration, and that is one 
purpose of it, to force the subject into the 
campaign. 

Those of the repeal Senators who are rec- 
Ognized as the staunch supporters of the 
Administration, assert that they are not 
prepared to even listen to talk of 
compromise and say that if § the 
night session experiment does not prove 
successful they will return to day sessions 
and prolong them until a reasonable hour in 
the evening and in the end force the bill

HER STRANGE LIFE. 

Mrs. Garner, in spite of the hardships she 
has endured and her strange method of life, 
still retains the traces of evident beauty, 
which must have been hers in her younger 
days. The past five years of her life have 
been spent in living the life ofa squatter in 


some half dozen places in the vicinity of 
where she now lives. For the past three 
years she has lived, both winter and sum.- 
mer, in a strange habitation, half hut and 
half tent, situated on a vacant piece of 
ground about sixty feet north of 
Forest Park boulevard. The hut has 
in appearance more resemblance to 
a dog kennel or a pig stye 
than to a habitation for a human being. It 
is inclosed by a sort offence, composed of

ends. Inside this inclosure stands 
the hut, which, together with a 
ve primitively bullt chicken coop, 
entirely fills the place.

On two sides the fence 
serves for its walls, while the other two sides 
are composed of pieces of wood of various 
sizes roughly nalled to stakesof uncertain

is not the least strange portion of 
the peculiar building, and is composed of 
pleces of linoleum, carpet, sacking, can- 
vas and old rags of every description. No 
attempt has been made to fill In the spaces 
between the different materials, the occu- 
pants evidently believing in plenty of fresh 
alr aud Fberal ventilation. hen seen this 
morning ihe rain was vourmg in torrents 
through the many apercu:*s ard rendered 
the interior inconceivably dvsv.ate un ap- 
pearance. 

A view of the interior of the hut reveals a 
squalor even greater than that apparent 
outside. The bare ground serves fora floor, 
but is hardly visible on account of the great 
quantity of filthy rags, old cans and bottles 
strewn around. In one corner lies an ar- 
rangement of old rags which requires a very 
vivid stretch of imagination to dignify by the 
name of a bed. An old, rusty and broken 
stove diminutive in size is placed in another 
corner, and a broken dry goods box appar- 
ently did service for both tadle 
and chairs. The entire a part ment 
occupies a space of about 5x8 
feet andis filthy inthe extreme, Outside a 
few very wet and half starved fowls were 
seen and added to the miserable appearance 
of the whole. 

Such has beenthe home of Mrs. Garner 
and her familg for the past three years. She 
has three children, twoof whom were born 
inthe unsavory surroundings amid which 
they have since lived. Her eldest son, Wil- 
Ham, is 18 years old. Next comes Tom, aged 
5, and then the little girl named Lucy, pre- 
sumably after her mother, who is just 2 years 
and 6 months old. Whenthe last child was 
born Mrs. Garner 8 quite alone, no 
physician being attendance, and 
the woman proudly boasts of cleaning the 
hovel and preparing the food for herself and 
her other children a few hours after the little 
one was born. Her storyis borne out by 
Mrs. Cook, who runs a dairy near by and on 
whose land the woman lives. 

Strange tales are told ofthe woman’s life. 
Persons living in the neighborhood appear to 
have lefther severely alone, but many are 
the tales they tell ofthe strange goings on 
inside the hut. Mike Hammicki a contractor, 
had a number of laborers at work construct- 
ing u grade for the new street car road from 
Forest Park to Clayton and the men 
camped but a short distance away 
from the hovel. These men are 
at best a rough and lawless lot and are 
said to have visited the woman at all hours 
ofthe day and night. Cans of beer followed 
one another with great rapidity into the 
hovel and sounds of reveiry frequently 
reached the nearest house. over 100 yards 
away. Many were the fights which oc- 
curred between the men and shooting 
and cutting scrapes were by no means un- 
common. With this element Mrs. Garner 
appears fully able to hold her own, and to 
the reporter this morning boasted of havin 
shot and seriously wounded a man name 
Terry last fail. Besides Terry she has shot 
at dozens of others of his kind, according to 
her own story, andit was an occurrence of 
this description which resulted in the acci- 
dent to herself last Tuesday.

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 12.—There has been a re- 
newal of excitement here caused by the dis- 
covery of the body of another woman at 
Amstel, where the two bodies have pre- 
viously been discovered while search has 
been made for the alleged victims of De Jong, 
the man now in prison charged with wife 
murders. As in former cases, the body has 
been identified as being that of a woman in 
no way connected with De Jong, and mill the 
mystery remains unveiled. De Jong is in 
prison charged with the murder of two wo- 
men whom he married at different dates, 
one in England and the other in Holland. 
The first wife was Miss Juett of Maidenhead- 
on-the Thames and the second Miss Marie 
Sybilla Schmitz of Amsterdam.

New Tonk, Oct. 9.—James Gilbert Cun- 
 pingham, the alleged dynamiter, who was 

recently released from an English prison and 
brought to America, is slowly regaining his 
strength in a quiet spot in New Jersey. Toa 
correspondent he related the story of his 
trial and the sufferinns undergone in Brit - 
ish dungeons. 

‘ah, that awful Saturday in January, 
1886, saia Gilbert, shudderingly, as he be- 
gan his tale. It was the 24th, the day of 
the explosion in the Tower of London. 
Visitors were admitted free to the tower 
that day. I went in along with about 209 
others. While there the explosion occurred. 
All gates were closed. The police took the 
names of all the visitors, their residences 
and occupations. When ther asked 
me I gave my name as James 
Gilbert, leaving off the last part. I 
was only a boy then of 22. The inspectors 
were very brusque and rude, and they 
nettled me so that my boyish spunk was 
aroused and I refused to answer several ques- 
tions. When three days later I was formally 
charged with the crime I realized the 
seriousness of the situation and gave my 
full name. 

When the police went tomy rooms they 
searched my trunk and found nothing. Two 
weeks after they claimed to have found a 
detonator there. 1 was practically con- 


victed by the detonator. How could I prove. 25 


thatthe police had put it there—one poor 
man against the whole policeforce of En- 
gland? When arrested, I was taken to Scot- 
land Yard. There the police told me they 
would give me any amount of money I 
might name and any situation ia the British 
GovernmentifI told all I knew. This pro- 
posal was so extravagant that it made me a 
trifle hilarious. Bamed here, the police 
dragged me the Chief Detective’s 
office. There Police Com missioner 
James Munro and Inspector Ebe- 
line offered me money to divulge everything. 


I deciared myself innocent. They then had 
me put in a convict cell. They offered money 
to any man who could testify. against me. 
They tried the identification dodge. Every 
Monday for twelve weeks I was brought into 
the Bow Street Court and two hours before 
court opened went through an identification. 
About 400 people tried toidentify me to 2 
the reward. About 100 picked me out o 
line of prisoners. Iam surprised that more 
did not succeed, as I was far better dressed 
than anyone else in the line 

** After four months in the House of Deten- 
tion I was taken to Newgate and was tried at 
the Old Bailey. The trial lasted eight days. 
Iwasso stunned by the revelatſon of the 
web woven about me that I did not realize at 
once my sition, when the sentence was 
announce For the rest of his natural lite!“ 
Il was taken back to Newgate for three days. 
Then I was troned and taken to Blackfriars 
Station and thence to Chatham Prison. This 
was in May, 1885. 

The first nine months I was confined in a 
cell where I had to work, eatand sleep. The 
cell was stone, 6 by 8 feet, and 7 feet high, It 
was dam and cold even in May. The bed 
consis of three boards nalled on the floor, 
Slightly inclinsa. Som es I nad a mat 
tress abotit 2 feet wide and i% inches thick. 
It was filled with a coarse stuff like bristies 
or straw, and was almost as hard as the 
boards. 1 didn’t always have the mattress. 
It used to be taken away as punishment for 
breaking prison rules. The only seat I had 
was a solid block like those used by butchers. 
It was nailed to the floor. A little board 
about 6 inches wide served as a table. The 
food was hardly good enough for brutes. 
lere is the diet that was given me: 

**Breakfast—Nine ounces of brown bread 
and a pint of grfel, made of Indian meal 
and water. 

**Dinner—Five ounces of brown bread, one 
or two small bolled potatoes and two ounces 
of meat. Three days of the week we had 
meat. Two days we hada pint of soup in- 
stead. This soup was made of entrails and 
was disgusting, but we had to eat it or 
starve. On Thursday I gotasuet pudding, 
made of black bread. boiled in suet or tallow. 
For Sunday I had nothing for dinner but half 
a pint of half-ground Indian corn called a 
soup thatin America would not be fed to 
hogs, and five ounces of bread. 

‘*Supper—Eight ouncos of brown bread, 
half-baked, and a pint of cocoa—a concoction 
like water.’ 


„don't see how I ever lived through those 
nine months. The task Iwas set at every 
day ought to have killed me. I weighed 160 
pounds on going in and came out weighing 
130. My cell work was to clean the prisoners’ 
shackles and chains. They were brought to 
my cellevery morning. Ihad to put them 
into a strong bag (feet in diameter by 6 feet 
long. This bag I had to swing to and fro, 
The friction of the chains wore off the rust, 
they said, but it was more persecution than 
anything else. The chains were heavy, 
weighing about sixty pounds. I had half a 
dozen of them every day. I had to swing this 
load twelve hours A day. 1 couldn’t stop to 
rest, forthe Warden was in the corridor and 
could hear the hoise. If it stopped he would 
look through a little aperture and report me 
for indolence. I woulu then be put on bread 
and water for several days, and the mattress 
would be taken away. I could not plead ill- 
ness—the doctor would say I was only sham- 
ming. Often I thought I could not live 
through the day. I got no other exercise 
evoke « the nine months, except an occa- 
sional walk of ten minutes in a small, gravei- 
paved court surrounded by high stone walls 
about forty-two feet square.

DR. OLNEY’S DEATH. 


Little Light Shed on the Onset Bay Mys- 


tery at the Inquest. 

BROOKLYN, N. T., Oct. 12.— Time ts doing 
little toward clearing up the mystéry of the 
death of Dr, Charles Theodore Olney of this 
city, who met his death at Wareham, Mass., 
last Saturday night. <As stated in previous 
dispatehes, his Dody was found in Onset Bay.

She heard him seream Pay 
the water and put off in a boat to rosen Rim, 
but failed and returned to Mrs. Bliss“ house 
and gave the alarm. The fact that he had 
all of his clothing on when found leads to the 
cormviction that he could not have intended 
suicide. If he had been overturned from a 
boat by accident, as Miss White has sug- 
gested might have been the case, the boat 
would have been picked up. No sign ot doat 
or oars has been found. 

Dr. Olney was @ giant in strengthand a 
capital swimmer. These facts make it un- 
likely that he would take that method of 
suicide even if he were bent on self-destruc- 
tion. 

Telegrams from Warebam say that at the 
inquest Miss White testified that she had 
known Dr. Olney in New York for over a year 
and that when he came to Onset Bay she 
took aroom atthe Bliss Cottage, and had 
been near him much ofthe time up to the 
hour of his death. She admitted that he was 
more or less wild; that sometimeshe had 
plenty of money and at other times 8 
none. For two days last week he was sic 
and had drank freely. It was because she 
feared that he would go to drinking again 
— ay she followed him 8 the deach as she

The law provides that in case a suit of 
this kind results in forfeiture of charter 
the Circuit Attorney shall receive as spe- 
cial compensation one-fourth of the pen- 
alty collected. Mr. .Zachritz estimates 
the profits of his office on such a transao- 
tion at from $150 to $500. 

But the suits are seldom or never pressed. 
They are compromised on payment of court 
costs and payment to the Circuit Attorney 
of his tolls, which, according to Mr. Zach- 
ritz, range from $25 to $50, graded, it may 
be supposed, according to the ability of 
the victim te stand squeezing.

The argument produced in favor of ex- 
empting rich social clubs from liability 
under the dramshop license law is not 
consonant with either the letter or the 
reason of the law. 

It is expressly provided that no liquor 
shall be sold by any ono or at any place 
without paying a license. The law makes 
no distinction in this respect between the 
Levee liquor seller and the West End 
clubs. The club men cannot evade this 
plain provision on the plea that their club 
house is analogous to a private residence 
and that the liquor is sold to members 
only. Itis sold, and that fact — it 
within the scope of the law. 

Besides, the analogy between the club 
and the home breaks down when the pur- 
pose of the former is understood. Itis an 
organization designed to provide .certain 
privileges in a club-house which are im- 
possible in one’s own home. A club af- 
fords many opportunities for gayeties of a 
sort never seen in a private residence. 
There is a freedom from the restraint us- 
ually felt in presence of one’s own family. 
It is not the primary purpose of a club to 
furnish bachelor homes. It is designed to 
give the members a good time, that 


a 
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vidual taste. It is safe to say that if the 
home argument“ advanced by some of 
the members were founded on fact there 
would bg no clubs.

to compile; for the purposes of comparison 
his tables will answer very well. 
From the present over-crowded condition 
of the schools the first point of interest] will 
be enrollment and accommodations. 
During the school year of 1888-89 
The enroliment for St. Louis 
was 57,147. In order to accommodate this 
number there were 110 school buildings, af- 
fording 51,548 seats,a discrepancy that has 
not grown less in the past few years.

school population was 75,5. The number of 
sittings to a school buliding was 48.2. In

DAILY’S DEFENSE. 


Testimeny Introduced to Prove That 
the Murderer Is Insane. 


This morning the State closed its case in 
the trial of John, alias ‘*Salvation Army“ 

ally. on the charge of murder in the first 
degree for the murder of his wife. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop ro- 
Called Officer Dalton, who arrested Dally, 
1 after he had committed the 
crime, for the purpose of questioning the 
officer as to whether Dally show 
of insanity when arrested, a 

The defense objected. They said that they 
had asked the officer this question the day 
before and the Court ruled it out, and it was 
not fair for the State to ask it now. Judge 
Edmunds sustained the objection and the 
defense began their case to preve the insani- 
ty of Dally. 

Sheldon P. Spencer who, with Charles F. 
Joy and R. Graham Frost, is defending the 
prisoner, Opened with a statement of the 
case to the jury. He said that they were pre- 
pared to prove that Daily has been of un- 
sound mind for ten or twelve years past,and 
that many persons bad told him that he 
should be in the ‘‘bughouse’’ long ago. 
Daily’s change from the Catholic to the 
Episcopal religion, seven or eight years ago, 
was Cited as an indication of the flightof the 
defendant’s reason. ‘*‘Why,’’ continued 
Mr. Spencer, ‘‘Daily often told people that 
Anheuser-Busch owed him 380,000 for the 
beer he had bought and that he would have 
owned Barr’s store ere this if he had all the 
money he spent for tobacco, cigars and 
Whisky. 

At the conclusion of this address Louis 
Dauerhein, a brass founder of 2325 Wash 
street, was placed on the stand as the first 
witness. He knew Daily since 1864 and 
worked with him and he considered him 
crazy and irresponsible in many things he 
undertook. 

William Drayne, who worked with Dally tn 
the St. Louis Wire Mul, was the next wit- 
ness, He knew Daily for a number of years 
and always regarded him as slightly de- 


ranged, especially did he consider him W 9 


on religious matters. 

Dr. John Levy, a very close friend of 
Dally, was the next witness. He testified 
that the first intimation he received of 
Daily’s serious mental decay was seven or 
eight years ago, when Dally, who was thena 
devout Catholic became a sincere convert of 
the Episcopalian belief. Since then he had 
seen many things and noticed many acts 
of Daily, which convinced him that the man 
was rapidly becoming the victim of progres- 
sive mental decay. Some letters he had re- 
ceived also confirmed his convictions. As to 
family relations, Dally, he said, was always 
affectionate toward ‘is wife and children. 
At this juncture a letter written by Daily 
from jailto Dr. Levy was produced and read? 
The letter begged of the doctor to get him 
out of this place so that he could go to work 
in the wire mill. Do this for my children’s 
sake. Weare poor, but we ne no money. 
We need the pity from you and your wife.’

SMASHED RECORDS.

1893 Has Seen Some Remarkable Run- 
ning Races. 


DOMINO’S SIX FURLONGS IN 1:09 FLAT A 
WONDERFUL PERFORMANCE. 


Maid Marian, Stonenell, Sirocco, Wild- 
woodand Faraday All Register New 
Marks—Track and Stable Gossip—Nick 
Young Favors a Return to the Double 
Championship—Sporting Notes. 


The year of 1893 has seen more records 
broken on racetracks of America than any 
previous season since racing began to be 
considered a sport. 
Morris Park this fall saw some remarkable 
record smashing. The new mark for six fur- 
longs is still fresh in the minds of the public, 
for Domino’s great race that day,in which 
he clipped three-quarters of a second from 
the record, making it 1;09 even, was ber- 
alded as the greatest performance of any 
2-year-old. The best previous performance 
was made by Yemen when a -r -. with 
10542 pounds up, over the same track on Oct. 
1, last year. Correction equaled Dr. Has- 
brouck’s mark, 37 for nde furlongs, which is 
the best time yet made forthe route. Among 
the bunch Correction ran away from was the 
record- maker, Dr. Hasbrouck, making the 
performance all the more creditable. The 
same day Melba ran six furlongs in 1:09%, 
egualing the track record for the 
made by Reporter some years 
ago, While Patrician, a 2-year-old, ran five 
furlongs in :58, equaling the time made by 
Hugh Penny on the same track last year. This 
is the fastest mark made by a year. old for 
the route. Geraldine opened the year at 
Oakland, Cal., on Jan. 21, by tying :54, the 
mark made by Toano at Guttenburg Jan. 8, 
1892, at four and a half furlongs. The race 
was between Geraldine and Misty Morn all 
tha way and the record was tied in a bruis- 
ing finish. Not so with the record at five and 
anda half furlongs, Sirocco and sStonell mak- 
ing an equal new mark, 1:04 flat, within a 
week at Morris Park, in June, and both made 
the time in remarkably easy manner. The 
previous best time was 1:04%, made by La 
Tosca when a 38-year-old, at the same track, 
June 4, 1891. With a light weight Wamperzo 
went out at Guttenburg on Sept. 7and made 
a new track record of 1:20% for six and one- 
half furlongs and won by twolengths. The 
record 1:20. was made by Rinfax in San 
Francisco, April 30, 1891. Chorister covered 
a mile on Aug. 13 in 1:39%, carrying 112 
pounds and on a regulation track that was 
not to be considered fast. Maj. Domo’s time, 
1:391-5fora mile over a regulation track, 
made at Sheepshead last year, still stands. 


At @ mile and twenty yards Maid Marion 


added another to Washington Park records 
for the world and on July 19 covered the dis- 
tance in 1:40 or i seconds better than the 
best time for that distance. The dest pre- 
vious performances was credited to Yale 91, a 
4-year-old and was made over the same 
track, July 20, 1892. The mile and seventy 
yards record was made by Wildwood and 
Faraday at Washington Park, also setting 
1:4 as the new time, a half second faster 
than it had ever been done before. The per- 
formance of Wildwood was considered best 
from the fact that he carried thirteen pounds 
more than Faraday aid a couple of weeks 
later. The previous record was also made 
over the same track by Whitney, Aug. 18, 
1891. The one and three-sixteenths mile- 
mark of 1:59%, made by Lorenzo at Garfield 
Park, was tied by Rudolph on July 15, as was 
the one and one-quarter mile record of Sal- 
vator in hig memorable race, Morello was 
the good animal that went the distance in 
2:05 and winning iu a gallop, Both the races 
were run over the Washington Park track.

INTERESTS GRAIN DEALERS. , 


A Question Never Decided Brought Be 
fore the Federal Court. 


A case of great interest to the grain dealers 
of st. Louis and also to the trade throughout 
the country was on trial in the United 


States Circuit Court to-day. In April, 1892, 
the firm of F. H. Ryan. & Son of this city, 
shipped to Charles Searles of Vicksburg, 
Miss., a large amount of corn. This corn 
purported to be white corn in good condi- 
tion, grading No. 2. The plain- 
tiff claimed that when it arrived 
in Vicksburg it was hot, and that on cutting 
open the grain a discoloration known to the 
trade as ‘‘blue-eye,’’ was observed. This 

eatly lessened the value of the corn, ren- 
— much of it unfit for use. The plaintiff 
stated that he shipped a quantity of 
this corn to his customers, relying on the 
representations of the defendant that it was 
what it purported to be. The result was not 
only that he had the corn thrown back 
on his hands, but 3180 that he lost 
a great many customers. He asked 
damages in the sum of $5,000 for direct loss 
on the corn, and $10,000 for loss of trade. Mr, 
Searles took the stand and testified as to the 
bad 5 the corn when it was re- 
ceived in Vicksburg. 

The defendant maintains that he shipped 
the corn f. o. b.; that is to say free on the 
boat. It was argued that this is a custom 
well known tothe. trade, and means that if 
the corn is placed ona barge or steamer in 
good condition, the responsibility of 
the shipper ceases. This point has never 
been passed on by a court.and its determina- 


tion will be watched with great interest in all
